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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In view of the amendments above and following discussion, the 
Applicants submit that none of the claims now pending in the application are anticipated 
under the provisions of 35 USC § 102 (e). Thus, the Applicants believe that all of these 
claims are now in allowable form. 

If, however, the Examiner believes that there are any unresolved issues 
requiring adverse action in any of the claims now pending in the application, the 
Examiner can telephone Ms. Janet M. Skafar, Esq. at message telephone number (408) 
463-5670 so that appropriate arrangements can be made for resolving such issues as 
expeditiously as possible. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-23 are pending in this application. Claims 21-23 are new. 

The Rejection of Claims 1-20 under 35 USC S 102 (o) 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 USC § 102 (e) as being unpatentable 
over the Couch et al. publication (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0126109, filed on 
July 2, 2002). hi response, AppUcants have amended claims 1, 3, 9, 10, 1 1, 13, 14, 16 
and 20 to more particularly point out the invention. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Couch et al. publication does not 
disclose, either expressly or inherently, each and every recitation as claimed. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the Couch et al. publication does not disclose "receiving a 
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binding-command specifying a virtual table and at least one messaging system 
configuration parameter; binding the virtual table to a message queue, the virtual table 
comprising a message-data column and at least one message-attribute column, wherein 
said binding the virtual table to the message queue specifies a type of read access fi-om 
the message queue based on the binding-command, the type of read access being a non- 
destructive read based on the binding-command being a first binding-command, and the 
type of read access being a destructive read based on the binding-command being a 
second binding-command different fi-om said first binding-command; and accessing the 
message queue in accordance with at least one database command specifying the virtual 
table, the message queue having a message comprising message-data and at least one 
message-attribute data, wherein the message-data is associated with the message-data 
column and the at least one message-attribute data is associated with the at least one 
message-attribute column" as claimed. 

For the foregoing reasons. Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 1 is 
not anticipated by the Couch et al. publication. Claims 2-9 depend, either directly or 
indirectly from Claim 1 , and Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 2-9 are not 
anticipated by the Couch et al. publication for the same reasons as Claim 1. 

Claims 10 and 14 have similar distinguishing limitations as Claim 1, and 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 10 and 14 are patentable for the same reasons 
as Claim 1. Claims 1 1-13 and 15-20 depend from Claims 10 and 14, respectively; 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 11-13 and 15-20 are patentable for the same 
reasons as Claims 10 and 14, respectively. 

Claim 2 

Applicants maintain that Claim 2 has additional distinguishing recitations 
that are not taught by the Couch et al. publication. Claim 2 recites: "wherein the at least 
one message-attribute column comprises a correlation identifier column, and the at least 
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one message-attribute data comprises a correlation identifier, wherein the correlation 
identifier column is associated with the correlation identifier." Applicants respectfully 
maintain that the Couch et al. publication does not teach a correlation identifier, nor does 
the Couch et al. publication teach a correlation identifier column, nor does the Couch et 
al. publication teach that a correlation identifier column is associated with a correlation 
identifier. For the foregoing additional reasons, Applicants respectfiiUy submit that 
Claim 2 is not anticipated by the Couch et al. publication. 

Claim 15 has similar recitations as Claim 2, and Applicants respectfially 
submit that Claim 15 is patentable for the same additional reasons as Claim 2. 

Claim 7 

Applicants maintain that Claim 7 has additional distinguishing recitations 
that are not taught by the Couch et al. publication. Claim 7 recites: "the at least one 
message-attribute column comprises a topic column, and the at least one message- 
attribute data comprises a topic, wherein the topic column is associated with the topic." 
The Couch et al. publication does not disclose a topic, nor does the Couch et al. 
publication disclose a topic colunm, nor does the Couch et al. publication disclose a topic 
column associated with a topic. For the foregoing additional reasons, Applicants 
respectfully submit that Claim 7 is not anticipated by the Couch et al. publication. 

Claim 18 has similar recitations as Claim 7, and Applicants respectfully 
submit that Claim 18 is patentable for the same additional reasons as Claim 7. 

New Claims 21-23 

New Claims 21-23 depend, directly or indirectly, from Claim 1, and 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 21-23 recite additional distinguishing 
recitations and are patentable.
